Chang, your help and clothing at Thanksgiving 
means so much! Their day-long labor cannot bring 
in enough money for even the cheapest food and 
rent — much less money for shirts and ‘shoes, 
pants and vests! 

Louis Chang’s health is not strong. I tell him 
to be careful — to come at once to our clinic if he 
feels ill. Looking at him I am reminded of many 
other refugee friends — of Paul Liu, for example. 
Although Paul had an Engineering degree he was 
glad to get a laborer’s job here to support his large 
family. After two years of such labor and living 
in a tiny damp cellar, Paul died last New Year's 
Day of pneumonia. With other refugees it has 
been T.B., or accidents resulting from extremes 
exhaustion and malrwutrition. 

And the women work just as hard! Mrs, Shen, 
for instance, carries loads of gravel all day long 
for the sum of 25 cents — barely enough to buy 
one meal of rice for her children. But she counts 
herself lucky! Others have not her physical 
strength, and so spend their days working in the 
firecracker factories for only 10 cents or 15 cents 
a day. 

Our U-S. standard of three square meals a 
day is beyond the wildest hopes of our hillbillies! 


I especially remember the words of Mrs, Taam, a, 


widow who is bringing up her seven children, 
“If we have one meal a day, we are satisfied,’ she 
said. “Sometimes there is no rice in the evening 
so that children have to go to bed hungry. At first 
they whimper, but I talk to them and tell them 
stories. This helps them to forget their hunger —- 
and they go to sleep.” The uncomplaining spirit 
of the many Mrs. Taams in Hong Kong makes us 
proud to be working to help them! 


Since there are so few regular jobs to be had 
here, refugees must try to think up some new 
ways of making a livelihood. My duties take me 
among some of the hardest and strangest of these 
professions. 

Some were lucky enough to escape down the 
rivers by buying boats, so they now live on board 
and try to make a living by fishing. This labor, 
however, is only seasonal and refugees do not dare 
go out far for fear of being captured by Commun- 
ist patrols. The wives and children earn a little 
money gathering seaweed to sell as fuel. Often. 
clams serve as a supper when there’s nothing more 
filling to be had. 

The most surprising and enterprising cluster 
of refugee professions in Hong Kong centers 
around the city dumps. Back home we have all 
heard the jingling wagon of the “junk man.” Over 
here there are many varieties of salvagers — men, 
women and children. It is a profession with finely 
specialized branches! 

Most important of these are the tin-can coillec- 
tors, and their allied workers, the tin-can flatten- 
ers. All old metal is carefully sorted and rewelded 
for refugee household use. Old plastic is collected 
tog. All broken combs and tooth brush handles are 
gathered and sorted, also the old lead from flash- 
light batteries. Toothpaste tubes are gathered, 
flattened and sorted. String is carefully washed 
and rolled for resale. Used newspapers are in 
great demand. Huts are lined with them, and they 
form an insulating layer under a blanket—or in- 
stead of one—on cold nights! 

There is also whole corps of bottle collectors 
who go through the alley and through the garbage 
heaps for bottles of all (Continued on page 15)

to Dublin. Now I would take the 
simple trip to Galway, a mere 180 
miles away, and on the way I would 
stop at Kilkerrin and look up my 
friend Chris Geraghty whom I had 
met on the Brittanic. I’d go no more 
than forty miles a day, and, if I found 
myself running behind schedule, I’d 
take the train back to Dublin. 


It was a cold, dank, drizzly morn- 
ing, but I was up early all the same. 
I packed my bag and strapped it to 
the carrier and wheeled out the front 
gate. I whizzed joyfully and with no 
effort through Dublin, across O’Con- 
nel Bridge, and up the Liffey quay 
on the road to Galway. 

In Leixlin, three miles out, I be- 
gan to have doubts. In Maynooth, 8 
miles out I enquired about trains, of 
which there were none. In Kilkock, 
eighteen miles out, I came to my 
first formidable hill and discovered 
the propoganda nature of the three- 
speed gear. I shifted into low gear, 
my legs pumped frantically, and the 
bike moved slowly, inch by agonizing 
inch, up the slope. Halfway up I de- 
scended and had to grab the bike to 
stay on my feet—my knees buckled 
like pieces of boiled spaghetti. 

I caught the bus to Ballinasloe, and 
laid new plans. Forget Galway. I 
would go to Kilkerrin and say hello 
to Chris, and then catch the train 


Since its post office was in Ballinas- 
loe, Kilkerrin could not be far from 
there—not more than two or three 
miles at the most. But I made allow- 
ances, and though it could be at least 
six English miles; for an Irish mile is 
about 1,000 yards longer than an 
English one. And if, on the way, 
you should stop and ask. the distance 
and the answer is a _ ruminative, 
“Sure, tis not far. A mile and a bit 
down the way,” take warning, the bit 
is longer, much, much longer than 
the mile! 

At 4:30 that afternoon we arrived 
in Ballinasloe. I jumped off the bus, 
much rested and raring to go. The 
conductor handed down my bicycle 
and the bus drove off. I asked the 
way to Kilkerrin from an old man 
who was standing against the public- 
house wall. 

“Well, ye go down the. road a bit 
till ye come to an old ash there,’ and 
ye turn left and go on a bit more 
till. ye come. to Mount Bellew, and 
Kilkerrin’s not far beyond.” 

I thanked him and set off. I soon 
found the ash tree. But I also found 
a sign nailed to the ash tree, and on 
the’sign in large, black, easily-read 
a. it said: “MOUNT BELLEW—

I rode on dejectedly. It was beau- 
tiful, rugged countryside. A strong 
wind blew down from a blue line of 
hills that rose before me, and on

But I was wet and cold and hungry 
and longing for the sight of a high, 
a very high cliff, or a deep, a very 
deep river over or into which I 
could pitch the bicycle and the three- 
speed gears and lamp and bell and 
carrier and all. But I wabbled into 
Mount Bellew at last, and fell into 
the restaurant there. 

“How far to Kilkerrin?” I croaked. 

“Tis not far,” the lady said, “eight 
miles, more or less, Irish. Ye could 
do it in a half hour.” I ignored her 
wit and fingered the sharp knife in 
my pocket. 

“Is there a hotel here?” 

“Ah yes, but full up.” 

Very faintly, “In Kilkerrin?” 

“Ah no, ’tis only a little village.” 

I thought despairingly of warm 
baths and soft beds and cool, 
strength-restoring drinks. I zipped 
up my jacket with a sigh and stag- 
gered. out into the night; and there 
before me, a refuge in the cold and 


dark, was a bus that said ROSCOMs- 
MON in large, comforting letters. 
“Do you go through Kilkerrin?” ! 


asked the driver.

From the experience related above, it would seem that 
9 fully rounded youth program at the parish level would 
include both a general membership club and a small lead- 
ership organization. Both are needed; both have their func- 
tion—one to appeal (through social activities) to the youth 
of the neighborhood and bring them back into contact with 
the Church—the other to train leaders, interest the young 
people in apostolic projects, and help develop a social 
awareness and deeper identification with the missionary 


goals of the parish, 


The lesson learned in the past year by this one parish 
is this: neither a Young Adults Club nor a Young Chris- 
tian Workers section is difficult to start. The basic needs 
for both exist in almost every parish neighborhood. Those 
who hesitate to make the beginning will soon discover that 
the richest resources of any youth program are the young 
people themselves. There is an almost limitless amount of 
talent, energy, resourcefulness and good will among young 
people. It needs only be tapped and given an outlet. 

Any youth leader working on this assumption will be

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! One of the best known of the saints 
is Joan of Arc. Most people have at least 


a sketchy idea of her brief but unique ca- 


reer. Yet relatively few can explain how it 
is that one who was. burned as a heretic, 
eventually was canonized. This is because 
something which occurred just four cen- 
turies ago, a quarter of a century after her 
death at the stake, has had little publicity. I 
mean her so-called “retrial.” 


It is summarized in The 
Retrial of Joan of Are 
(Harcourt, Brace. $4.75), 
which Regine Pernoud has 
pieced together from the 
voluminous but hitherto 
untranslated record. As 
put into English by J. M. 
Cohen, it makes a sus- 
penseful and intensely hu- 
man story in which the 
workings of grace glint. 

’ Captured by the Eng- 
Msgr. Kennedy }j;) whose hold on much 
of France she was breaking, Joan was rail- 
roaded to her death in 1431 by Pierre 
Cauchon, Bishop of Beauvais, a man venal, 
inordinately ambitious, and quite without 
scruple. At the behest of his English mas- 
ters he rigged a verdict of guilty of heresy 
and had the 19-year-old heroine flung into 
the fire. . 

When, in 1449, the French king, 
Charles VII, whom Joan had had crowned 
and set on his way to rule of the realm 
rightfully his, finally entered the city of 
Rouen, where Joan’s execution had taken 
place, he ordered an inquiry into the trial 
staged by Cauchon, now dead. 


Since Cauchon had presumed to act 
in the name of the Church (in violation of 
canon law), and had dispatched Joan «in 
the name of the Church, it was necessary 
that the Church also conduct an inquiry. 
This followed that of the king and was in- 
comparably more thorough. To it most of 
Madame Pernoud’s book is given. 


Both exciting and pathetic is the pic- 
ture of the inguiry’s opening. It took place 
in Notre Dame Cathedral, Paris, in No- 
vember, 1455. A colorful array of dignitar- 
jes. the chief of them named to the task by 
the Pope, saw the great nave fill to chok- 
ing with people devoted to the Maid and 
eager for her vindication... Through the 
throng came Joan’s mother and two broth- 
ers, the official petitioners for the cleansing 
of her name. So tumultuous was the emo- 
tion of the occasion. that the court had 
hastily to repair to the sacristy. 


Thereafter it moved from place to 
place in France, retracing Joan’s life. Thus, 
it sat next in Rouen, scene. of her death, 
then in Domremy, scene of her childhood 
and youth, etc. In each place it heard wit- 
hesses, 


They speak for. themselves in these 
pages, and from their words, rude or grand, 
emerges the shining likeness of the saint, 
as well as the slimy villainy which tor- 
mented, traduced, and slew her. The drama 
is heightened by realization that many of 
the salient facts were now coming to public 
view for the first time. The slanderers and 
murderers of the Maid had done their in- 
famous work so efficiently that.never be- 
fore had the truth stood out in its entirety. 
By the time the inquiry was done, Joan’s 
trlumph was complete, her glory. dazzling. 

This is a record which cannot be dis- 
passionately read even 400 years later. The 
transcendent simplicity and authentic holi- 
ness of the girl from Domremy touch and 
shake the heart. And the mountainous evi- 
dence of evil-doing by Cauchon and his 
creatures arouses feelings of indignation 
and disgust. Still, the victory did not rest 
with the scoundrelly schemers and misusers 
of sacred offices. In death as in life. the 
Maid prevailed. 


: An important feature of the book is 
1ts correction of erroneous impressions con- 
cerning the part of the Church, and especi- 
ally of the Inquisition, in Joan’s first trial 
and her execution. It was not the Church 
but an individual ‘bishop, . acting against 
‘Church law and using constraint and com- 
pulsion on the vice-Inquisitor, who perpe- 
trated what is surely one of the foulest 
crimes in history, Once the Church could 
act freely, Joan’s reputation was cleared. 


Should the reader require more back- 
ground than the admirable Pernoud book 
supplies, it is suggested that he consult 
Lucien Fabre’s Joan of Are, a full biog- 
raphy published last year (McGraw-Hill)

It strikes 
right at the heart of the heresy which teaches 
that our actions are all a result of “environ- 
ment, inhibitions, etc.” This, of course, reduc- 
es the human being to the status of the animal, 
and makes popular such songs as “Doin’ What 
Comes Naturally.” Also, it will make it pos- 
sible for our enemies to say to us, “you're liv- 
ing like animals so now we'll treat you like 
animals!”

the Legion of Decency on this one. They 
Say it is an A-2 picture and that’s the offi-g 
cial rating. But it wouldn't have got that 
rating from me. It’s a gloomy Hugo Haas 
production about a fellow waiting death in 
& prison death house. He’s told that he can 
have any last wish and he says his last wish 
is to have a woman in the cell with him. 
So prison officials go to what couldn’t be 
more obviously a house of prostitution, get 
turned down but are told about. a girl who 
used to work there. So they get her, she’s 
just been thwarted in a suicide attempt and 
she thinks maybe the fellow in the death 
house—who is reputed to make love by 
strangling—might strangle her. Abcut this 
time I got up and left. Maybe it turned out 
all right, I understand a priest eventually 
marries them, but I figured the first scenes 
were enough to make it objectionable in 
part at least. Turns out they weren’t but I 
certainly won't recommend it to anyone, 


ALL THAT HEAVEN ALLOWS (Uni- 
versal)—-When you see as many films as I 
do. there are only a few you. look forward 
to seeing and some you face with dread. 
When I looked at this title and saw that 
Jane Wyman and Rock Hudson were the 
stars, I dreaded seeing it. But it surprised 
me. I liked it. Most particularly, I liked 
Rock Hudson for the first time. He has a 
quiet power and his role in this picture fits 
his talents perfectly. The story is one of 
conflict between snobs and ordinary people. 
Jane Wyman is a wealthy widow who falls 
in love with a man uninterested in material 
wealth but dedicated to an ideal of the 
dignity of man. Essentially, the appeal of 
the film is directed towards women but I 
can recommend it to men as well, particu- 
larly those men who think that “getting 
ahead in the world” is the only worthwhile 
goal. 


REBEL WITHOUT CAUSE (Warner 
Brothers)—-The Legion of Decency gives 
this an A-2 rating and I can’t understand 
that at all. If ever there was a picture that 
was filled with violence, this is it. “Black- 
board Jungle’ had the potential of. doing 
harm to youngsters but not the potential 
this film has. In “Blackboard Jungle” the 
youngsters were obviously from rough 
backgrounds and youngsters would be less 
apt to imitate them. But in this picture the 
young delinquents are from the “best fami- 
lies” and it seems to. me it is a film cal- 
culated to do great harm. 

After the screening, I was with three 
theater managers. One of them said he had 
never seen a more dangerous film.. Another 
said. that it would bring in the grosses. 
“What do you think is most important?” 
asked the first theater owner. “Making 
money or the welfare of your customers?” 
“Making money,” said the second. The first 
turned to me, “I’m not a cussing man but 

.’ Then he proceeded to lambast the first 
theater manager with language that wasn’t 
exactly cussing but mighty strong. The 
third manager watched it all then said, “I 
figure he’s right,”’ pointing at the first man. 
“Tl might turn a fast buck on that film but 
I’d lose it when the kids went wild and 
started cutting my seats.” 

So out of three managers, two of them 
saw danger in this film. One was-opposed 
to it strictly on moral grounds, another be- 
cause it would eventually do more damage 
to his business than good. The third was for 
it because it would make money. : 

Unfortunately, there are some really top 
performances. Best of all is that of Sal 
Mineo as the youngster starved for affec- 
tion. The late James Dean was an actor 
with great possibilities. It is difficult to 
know how great an actor he really was. In 
the two movies and the two television 
shows in which I saw him, he played 
basically the same role each time and from 
what could be known about him personally 
by stories and interviews, this role was 
somewhat like that of his own personality. 
In this film he brings his character alive 
and you feel an affection for him. Natalie 
Wood is equally good as a girl rejected by 
her father. 

But for me, the quality of the dramatic 
performances doesn’t make up for the ex- 
cess of violence and brutality and what I 
feel sure will be a bad influence upon the 
teen-agers,

A. hard-working young 
refugee.with three fine young sons had 
been receiving some help from our of- 
fice. He and his wife were delighted to 
receive warm clothing for the boys-after 
Thanksgiving, and we promised a pack- 
age of food on Christmas day to make a 
festive dinner possible. When, on Christ- 
mas morning the family showed up at our 
Catholic Center, the oldest boy was 
proudly carrying a baby girl. I was 
startled, and said to the father, “I didnt 
know you were expecting another child.” 

“We weren't,” the father replied, “but 
last night this baby was left by our door- 
step.

Saigon, South Vietnam—( Radio, 
NC)—Twenty-one thousand refu- 
gees from North Vietnam have sent 
a telegram of vehement protest 
and appeal to each of the four 
foreign ministers now conferring 
at. Geneva. 

In the name of the entire refu- 
gee body, they protested against 
outrages by which the Communist 
Vietminh tried to prevent their de- 
parture. They called urgently for 
the release of all would-be refu- 
gees, especially members of their 
own families still forcibly held in 
the North. 


British Foreign Secretary 
Harold MacMillan and Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
are co-chairmen of the undis- 
solved Geneva Conference of 
July, 1954, which resulted in the 
armistice agreement for Viet- 
nam. France and the United 
States also are members of the 
same group of powers. 


The refugees’ message was 
drawn up in the Vietnamese 
language and was sent to Geneva 
in French. The following is a 
translation: 

“In the name of the refugees 
from North Vietnam, we protest 
vehemently against the violence, 
obstruction, delays and penalties 
by which the Vietminh tried ‘to 
keep us from exercising our right 
to leave their zone. 

“We protest in the name of our 
relatives whom the Vietminh have 
held back by the same _ illegal 
methods.

world to insist that the Vietminh 
give back our husbands, wives, 
children and other relatives.

Football Has Part 
In College Program 
Says Fr. Steiner 


Detroit—(NC) — Intercollegiate 
football is as much a part of a col- 
lege curriculum as its scholastic 
program, Father Celestin J. Stein- 
er, S.J., president of the Univer- 
sity of Detroit, told the Michigan 
Football Writers Association at the 


Detroit Athletic Club here. 


“I am convinced that intercol- 
legiate football played not just for 
fun but with determination to win 
fairly, no matter what the odds, 
has genuine value that can hardly 
be had in any other way,” Father 
Steiner said. “I speak not - only 
from personal observation but per- 
sonal experience. I played on good 
University of Detroit teams and I 
am grateful for what. intercolle- 
giate football has given me.” 


THE ONE-TIME University of 
Detroit guard said there is no in- 
tention of abandoning the sport 
at the university. He told. the 
writers that he had hopes of get- 
ting the university out of the Mis- 
sourt Valley Conference and into 
another conference which would 
permit more attractive games for 
Detroit fans. 

Father Steiner said that he also 
has hopes of televising University 
of Detroit games and of return- 
ing from night games to Saturday 
afternoon contests. 


“There have been abuses in 
intercollegiate sports and there 
always will be,” Father Steiner 
said. “There are abuses of good 
things wherever human beings 
are concerned, But I wonder 
sometimes if the abuses in 
sports today are really greater 
than they were 25 or 30 years 
ago.” 


Speaking of football’s future for 
the university’s Titans, Father 
Steiner said: “I am not going to 
answer the question by having re- 
course to the shopworn labels 
‘big time,’ ‘amateur,’ ‘semi-profes- 
sional,’ ‘prefessional,’ or any of 
the designations used so glibly to- 
day.” He said it was his convic- 
tion that in a 10,000-student uni- 
versity “we are realistic when we 
expect that we will strive to attain 
the same excellence in our inter- 
collegiate sports program as in 
other activities.”

gration.” 


The AFL’s Asian representative 


—whose talk was delivered by Dr.}| 


Charles G. Fenwick of the Pan 
American Union because Mr. De- 
verall is still in Japan — said that 
today’s is a new kind of colonial- 
ism. | 

“Despite the fact that. the Brit- 
ish, the Dutch and the French have 
left much of Asia,” he said, “their 
control remains by reason of the 
distortion of economies to serve 
the metropolitan countries rather 
than Asia.” 


“On the other hand,” he. contin- 
ued, “the truly revolutionary vision 
of Harry S. Truman in enunciation 
of the self-help principles of the 
Point Four Program, launched a 
plan for industrialization and the 
modernization of agriculture in the 
underdeveloped areas of Asia 
which today are such ripe regions 
for the communist colonialist or 
the authoritarian would-be dicta- 
tor. 


“THE POINT FOUR program 
was possibly the most intelligent 
aid given to bring about rising 
standards and a Far East capable 
of supporting democracy. Yet Point 
Four and its simply. magnificent 
vision. have seemingly dropped by 
the wayside and have been over- 
taken by the drive to build military 
bases . . . unmatched by a similar 
investment in democratic institu- 
tions and democratic forces.” 

Father Frederick A; McGuire, 
C.M., Washington, executive secre- 
tary of the Mission Secretariat, of- 
fered a commentary on Mr. De- 
verall’s paper pointing up some of 
the AFL man’s tenets. 


The Vincentian priest said that 
in the past five years he has 
spoken to Catholic groups 
throughout the United States. He 
indicated he has been shocked 
at the indifference to what he 
called the crying needs of the 
half of the world’s people who 
are undernourished. 


Dr. William H. Roberts, of the 
department of politics of the Cath- 
olic University of America, said 
that “the. one subject” on which 
the Afro-Asian spokesmen at the 
Bandung Conference were united 
was that “colonialism was an evil 
thing and must be eradicated from 
the earth.” He said the Asian 
hatred of colonialism amounts to 
an’ “anxiety complex” which leaves 
the Asian nations virtually blind 
to the threat of international Com- 
munism 

Father Francis Anderson, how- 
ever, had noted that the African 
and Asian countries “are a long 
way trom being incorporated into 
the United Nations organization 
which, in spite of its admitted de- 
fects, is generally recognized as the 
sole -potentially effective . instru- 
ment devised in our time for the 
stabilization of world peace.” 


FATHER ANDERSON, center- 
ing his discussion on the Moslem 
nations, called the current Arab- 
Israeli flare-up “potentially the 
reatest threat to peace that con- 
ronts us at the moment.” 


He charged that “the tactics of 
the Truman administration” which 
brought about the UN General 
Assembly vote in favor of partition 
of Palestine back in 1947 were 
“thoroughly divorced from any 
character of responsible statesman- 
ship,” and “a reckless and irrespon- 
sible decision.” 


“The mosiem nations are not 
unaware of this basic American 
responsibility for the bloodshed 
and chaos that has marked the 
Middle East for seven troubled 
years,” he said. “They are con- 
scious also of the weight of 
American support that has en- 
abled Israel to counteract the 
United Nations decisions with 
respect to the internationaliza- 
tion of Jerusalem and to the 
Arab réfugees.
